Marks of a Christian 


This five-session unit is to present the characteristics of a 
Christian. A general Scripture to use in introducing the unit is 
Galatians 6:17. Christians, today, must bear upon their lives the 
marks of those dedicated to Jesus Christ. 

July 2 - BLESSED ARE THE PURE IN HEART. Matthew 5:8. 

This session should help young people to see the importance of 
inner resources. While the session will present the importance of a 
highly developed moral code, the burden of the session should be 
placed upon the inner life and thinking; for what a person is in 
his deepest convictions determines the enthusiasm and creativeness of 
his relationships with people. 

July 9 - LET YOUR SPEECH BE YEA, YEA AND NAY, NAY. Matthew 5:33-37. 

This session should help young people to see the importance of 
careful speech. The session should deal frankly with the bitter, 
sarcastic manner which young people often speak to each other. The 
dangers to church organizations because of idle talk or gossip should 
be pointed out. The necessity for Christians to be known as persons 
whose speech can be trusted, even as the word of truth, should be 
brought out. 

July 16 - GOING THE SECOND MILE. Matthew 5:38-42. 

This session should help young people to understand that the 
Christian is one who goes out of his way to be of service, not because 
he believes he will be rewarded because of his actions, but because 
he believes that that is the way a Christian ought to live. In this 
Scripture there is no hint of the idea that the person who turned the 
other cheek or went the second mile was to do so because he expected 
the other person to be more kindly disposed toward him, or to be 



influenced to become Christian himself; the principles of the second 
mile, as set forth by Jesus, was a pattern for living. This session 

should stress some of the problems which youth face in which going 
the second mile may be difficult, but nonetheless essential. 

July 23 - PERFECT LOYE - 1 John 4:7-21. 

This session should help young people to appreciate the sin¬ 
cerity in the }.ife of the first Christians. They believed that nothing 
less than perfection in Christian living could be accepted as a goal. 
The session should deal with some of the problems in the experiences 
of youth and the world which make manifestations of perfect love diffi¬ 
cult , but even so show the necessity for this type of living. 

July 30 - PERFEC T OBEDIENCE. 1 Peter 1:13-16. 

This session should help young people to relate the teachings of 
Jesus to some specific life situations in which nothing less than 
p 0 rf“gct obedience to the will of Christ can be accepted by the Christ¬ 
ian. Among these teachings may be right relations between the sexes, 
equality among all racial groups, obedience to God rather than money.

HOW IT ALL HAPPENED 

In the early months of 1941 a survey was made of 
parts of Cheviot Hills, Palms, and Westside Village. 
It was discovered that there was a real desire for a 
progressive, community type church. About a year 
ago a young minister undertook the task of starting 
Stick a church. But the time was not yet ripe and the 
plans were delayed because it was found impossible 
to erect a building. 

After months of planning ami consul ling with 
archil ects and government officials, approval for a 
new building ua* grained last Spring. In spite of 
difficulty in getting materials, work has gone steadily 


ahead and the building is now ready for the begin¬ 
ning of work under a new, young minister and 
his wife. 

THINGS WE SHOULD KNOW 

L The Council of Churches has allocated this terri¬ 
tory to the Congregational Conference of Southern 
California and the Southwest for a Community 
Church. They agree that NO OTHER CHURCH 
WILL BE AUTHORIZED IN THIS COMMUN¬ 
ITY until this project is well established. 



2. The new $15,000.00 building has been financed 
by the Congregational Conference of Southern 
California, aided by a grant from the Congrega¬ 
tional Building Society. Therefore the new church 
will start with NO BURDENSOME DEBTS. 

3. There will be NO HASTY, UNPLANNED OR¬ 
GANIZATION of the church. Permanent organiza¬ 
tion will not be made until the church has become 
an integral part of the life of the community. 

4. The government, recognizing the need for a church 
in this area, which has no central meeting place 
and which is the home of many defense workers, 
granted the necessary priorities for the new build¬ 
ing. THE ONLY REMAINING PRIORITY 
NEEDED is that which is granted by the Chris¬ 
tian people of a community when they realize 
the importance of the church. 

WHAT THE CHURCH NEEDS 

1. A group of people dedicated to work, play, 
worship, and act together. 

2. Consecrated leaders to carry on a rounded pro¬ 
gram, including the Church School, the Youth 
activities, the Choir, etc. 

3. A list of the names of the people in this area 
who might he interested in this new church. 

4. A number of people willing to make gifts in mem¬ 
ory of some loved one. These memorial gifts will 
go toward the cost of the furniture in the Chapel.
